All PWA Coalitions interested in applying for fund- 
ing through this program must first submit a letter of 
intent to the NAPWA office no later than 6:00pm 
February 28, 1990. Upon receipt of this letter you 
will receive application guidelines prospectus and 
NAPWA’s brochure “How to Write an Effective 
Grant Proposal”. 


‘The letter of intent must describe the program which 
you are secking support, a brief description of your 
organization and the amount of support requested. 


Ali applications for funding must follow the 
idelines of the pı The prosp was 
designed to help coalitions gather information 
needed to submit proposals. It includes a work sheet, 
resource listings and example budgets. All budget 
information should follow the example provided in 
the prospectus. 
This program was designed to teach existing and 
new coalitions the grant writing process. Through 
close monitoring by NAPWA staff, and the informa- 
tion provided in the prospectus, coalitions will leam 
how to prepare grant proposals on their own. The 
skills they leam during this process will enable them 
to approach other funding agencies, enabling them 
to achieve financial autonomy.

Use of Funds

funds can be used for office administration, This al- 
lows for coalitions to apply funds to staff salaries, 
operation of the office, consulting fees and other expen- 
ses essential for running the coalition, New coalitions 
will be able to use funds to incorporate, apply for 
not-for-profit status, attorney fees and other fees as- 
sociated with becoming a legal entity. 


Levels of Funding 

The table below outlines the levels of funding 
available. In order to be eligible for the greater 
levels of funding, coalitions must meet certain 
budget levels.

All grants will be for one year’s funding. Grantees will 
receive one-half of the award upon selection and will 
be required to complete quarterly progress reports 
before the second-half is released. All coalitions par- 
ticipating in this program will be required to complete 
a final evaluation form. This form will enable coali- 
tions to assess the success of new programs, and allow 
NAPWA to assess the individual coalitions.

Timetable

award determination announced July 30, 1990.
